(2) I am familiar with the rejection of claims 1-8 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
anticipated by Watanabe et al. (U.S. 6,509,133 Bl), in paragraph no. 6 of the Office 
action. 

(3) Two of the inventors of Watanabe et al. (U.S. 6,509,133 Bl), Yasuyuki 
Watanabe and Naohito Saito, are two of the four inventors of the present application, as 
shown on the Declaration of the present application. 

(4) Mssrs. Yasuyuki Watanabe and Naohito Saito were the inventors of 
Example 1 in Watanabe et al, M 33, and this Example was not invented by the other 
inventors in Watanabe et aL(U.S. 6,509,133 B 1). Example 1 of Watanabe et al. ^ 133 is 
relied on in the rejection over Watanabe et al. '1 33 in the present Office action. 
Therefore, the disclosure relied upon in the present rejection was the invention of two 
of tlie inventors of the present application, and was not "by another."
